Einstein Discards His Old 


Theories and Scientists to 


Seek New Universe Secrets

PASADENA, Calif., Feb. 5.—(fl>) 


—A group of famous scientists— 
astronomers and physicists—today 
was intent upon prying off the 
lid of a box of mystery in which 
they hope to find the secret of 
the universe. 
Literally that Is as Dr. Albert 
Einstein expressed it in an an- 
nouncement yesterday that swept 
the old Einstelnian university in- 
to oblivion and erected a new con- 
cept in its place. 


No longer does he believe in a 
symmetrical, 
spherical 
universe. 
Such a thing is not possible un- 
der his new unified field theory. 
The evolution of the theory was 
explained in detail by Einstein, 
step by step, equation by equation 
which resulted in the final equa- 
tion embracing one general law 
that 
covers 
the' phenomena of 


gravitation and electro-magnetism 
and offers* a cluS to the - mystery 
of the structure of space. 
Then 
Einstein told his fellow, 
scientists that he presented 
the 


unified field equation as a closed 
box, 
and that he knew of no 
methods of investigation by indi- 
rect 
or 
physical 
experimental 


means of prying off the lid to 
see what was within.

He has taken Hub- 
ble's observations and evolved the 
theory that the major universe is

force 


and is running down because mat- 
ter is being converted into energy 
and thus bclg annihilated. 
These two me found that neith- 
er the original Einstein concept 
of the universt, nor that of DeSlt- 
ter, Dutch astronomer and friend 
of Einstein, could fit the 'case. 
Einstein's old concept was that 
matter determined the amount of 
space in the universe, and DeSIt- 
ter figured that matter was, In- 
finitesimal and space was tho con- 
trolling element. 
Both conceived 


a static or fixed universe. 
Tolman's calculations and Hub- 


ble's observations indicated a den- 
sity, rather low, between that of 
the Einstein and DeSitter . con- 
cept, and suggested a iron-static, 
ever expending universe. 
That a solutions is not far 
distant was the hope expressed 
last night by Tolman in a dinner 
honojlng Einstein. Ho told of the 
philosophical, phlysical and math- 
ematical steps taken by Einstein 
on his twenty-five year journey 
toward a solution of the problem 
of the structure of the universe.

Each year the officers and staff 


bf the Chamber of Commerce pre- 
sent to its membership an annu- 
al report, giving the "high spots' 
of the previous year's activities. 
This report only touches a frac- 
tion of the real work done by a 
Chamber of Commerce. There are 
routine matters that move through 
the office each day that are with- 
in themselves not 
of 
sufficient 


importance to warrant special no- 
tice'and yet contribute their part 
to making our 
community 
an 


even better place in which to live 
and do business. 
The following report Is offered 


as a resume of this past year's 
work. With the contents we feel 
that there should be called to the 
attention of the membership the 
fact that the .scope of activity 
undertaken 
by any commercial 


organization is limited only by the 
financial assistance given it and 
the ^willingness of its membership 
to assume responsibility in carry- 
ing but its program. 


Books Audited. 


The books and accounts of the 
Chamber of Commerce are audited 
each year and a financial report 
furnished to the Board of Direc- 
tors of the organization periodi- 
cally through the year. 
At the 


beginning of each year a budget 
committee estimates the revenue 
that will be available that year 
and draws up for the organization 
a budget consistent with the an- 
ticipation program of work. This 
budget is strictly adhered to and 
deviated from only upon action 
of, the Board of Directors. 
The .tendency among all pro- 


gressive Chambers of Commerce 
for the past few years has been 
to get from their membership dues 
sufficient funds to operate thru- 


v out' the entire year. 
There has 


been a time when a committee,1 
was appointed to do specific piece 
of work it also took upon, itself 
the responsibility of raising the 
funds^to finance their work. This 
reduced the efficiency of the com- 
mittee and threw the responsi- 
bility of making additional sub- 
scriptions upon a limited number 
of business men. During the past 
fifteen 
months, 
there has 
not 


been a single Chamber of Com- 
merce Committee sent out for the 
purpose of securing funds other 
than 
through 
ships. 


regular

Highway matters have demand- 


ed, more attention and time dur- 
ing the past year than any other 
one,' single subject 
before 
the 


Chamber of Cbmerce. In most in- 
stances It is hard to show the 
actual result achieved by our com- 
mittee, and "yet there is probably 
not a single project in the coun- 
ty that has not been expedited 
materially,' through . the. activities 
of this organization. 
We have 


cooperated with both the county 
and state officials. 
This work was carried on through 


an appropriation from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Such work has 
heretofore been -done through sub- 
scriptions from Corslcana's pub- 
lics-spirited men 


' 
. Active At Austin. 


From time to time the high- 
way committee has sent a small 
committee to Austin or one rep- 
resentative for 
the 
purpose of 
keeping the highway department 
informed on our needs and to 
strengthen the bond of co-opera- 
tion between the State Highway 
Department and local officials. 


During the early part' of 1030 


the Chamber of Commerce High- 
way committee instituted a move 
to extend the designation of High- 
way number 139, then running 
from Palestine to Corsicana, on 
north through Emhouso and Wax- 
ahachie to Fort Worth. Looking 
toward that end a number of 
conferences were hold at Pales- 
\t:ine, Waxahachle, and Fort Worth. 
Resolutions were procured from 
commercial 
organizations 
and 


commissioners courts along this 
entire route requesting the State 
Highway 
department 
to 
make 


'this designation. 
At one time it appeared that 


if right of way for this highway 
could be procured .from the Na- 
varro County line to Waxahachie, 
we would be assured of the suc- 
cess of tho project and a group 
of public spirited citizens of Cor-

mile stretch through Corsicana.

the heaviest traveled stretches of 
road in the State of Texas.

construct a nine 
foot concrete 


highway from a point four miles

It is known that over ten full 
truck loads of wearing apparel, 
edibles, etc., were handled'in less 
than a week's time. It would be 
impossible to give credit to even 
a small part of our citizenship 
who materially assisted in this 
work.

Per- 
sons who. like Mrs. J., give them- 
selves and others the impression 
that they are bringing up barrels 
of gas, are simply playing figura- 
tive football with a big bubble of 
air- 


The ball field Is the gullet, 14 


inches long. 
The goals are the 


stomach at one end of the field 
and the mouth at the other. The 
muscles at the lower end of the 
gullet have the mouth as their 
goal and shoot the ball of air up 
with 
a 
sharp 
contraction very 


much like a cramp. But the mus- 
cle team at the upper end is set 
to ''hold that line" and with a for- 
ward pass and a final kick the 
ball Is back again near the stom- 
ach goal. 


Now you may picture one 
or 
several balls of air getting past 
the goal into the stomach, exciting 
the stomach muscles into a spasm.

CARE AND FEEDING 


OF BABY CHICKS IS 


TOLD POULTRYMEN 


A. AND M. COLLEGE EXTEN- 


SION MEMBER ADDRESSES 


LOCAL PEOPLE 


Care and feeding of baby chicks 


was told in detail to a number of 
interested Navarro county poul- 
try raisers and farmers Wednes- 
day afternoon In the directors 
room of the Corsicana Chamber %f 
Commerce, by Paul A. Congus, as- 
sistant poultry husbandman, ex- 
tension department of Texas A & 
M. college, under . the auspices of 
the county and home demonstra- 
tion agents. Mr Cungus was greet- 
ed with a larger audience than 
wag anticipated, and many Navar- 
ro county farmers took advantage 
of the opportunity to become bet- 
ter versed in chicken raising. 


Opening his talk, Mr. Cungus 
traced the care needed to obtain 
the best results with chickens from 
the time they are hatched, until 
they are larger. In this connection 
he stressed modern equipment as 
an asset, to get bettor results with 
baby chicks, and discussed the 
newer methods of handling them. 
A canvass of his audience re- 
vealed 
that 
numerous Navarro 
county poultry raisers use hard- 
ware cloth, and several are turning 
to battery breeders. 
The next portion of Mr. Cungus 
talk dealt with the care that 
should be exercised in 
feeding 


chicks, as they grow older. He 
pointed out it is imperative to use 
utmost care in measuring the va- 
rious kinds of feed compounded. 


Veering to sanitation, which he 
stressed as being one of the most 
important factors to consider, the 
speaker said that dryness is very 
important, since dampness Jn a 
chicken pen breeds worms, and 
"coccidiosis," which Is one of the 
worst diseases of chickens, is prev- 
alent.
